WASHINGTON — Franklin MacVeagh.

a new customs ruling which the treas- 
ury department expects will do much 
to reduce the troubles of returning tour- 
ists from Europe and will minimize at- 
tempts to smuggle personal belongings. 

Under the law every American return. 
ing from abroad is entitled to bring in 
free $100 worth of personal belongings. 

The new ruling makes specific an. 
nouncement of what articles a returning 
American ‘may bring in free to the value 
stated, as follows: Clothing, toilet arti- 
cles, jewelry, personal ornament,. cain- 
eras, fishing tackle, guns, musical instru- 
ments, steamer rugs, toys, shawls, valises 
and trunks. | 

These things. will be considered du- 
tiable: Hov-seheld goods, books, pic- 
tures, tableware, table and bed linen and 
similar artfcles, unless used by the 
owner a year abroad. Goods in the piece 
will have to pay’duty, as will presents 
for other persons or articles of any na- 
ture for sale.

EXPECT ACTIVITY 
IN MAY RIBS 


CHICAGO—The provisions trade ex- 
pects a. big contest in May ribs. The re- 
sourceful and usually successful specu- 
lators who have accumulated large lines 
of product, especially ribs, for May de- 
livery, have been as much disappointed 
over the slow revival of consumptive de- 
mand as over the heavy receipts and 
unusual weight of hogs. 

Western packers find it more profitable 
to manufacture for the May delivery to 
speculators here than to sell to their 
regular distributors and the consuming 
trade. The packers probably will keep 
the supply coming as long as the big run 
of hogs continues. 

Stockyards people say local packers 
are making pork for delivery on May 
sales and predict that May pork, which 
was recently almost $1 a barrel over 
July, will sell at or very near the July 
level. At the close of last week the 
premium was 77% cents. Hog prices 
are nearly $10 a head lower than a year 
ago and near the level of two years ago, 
when the run was even heavier than 
now. :

ANNUAL STATEMENT 


The annual report of the Otis Eleva- 
tor Company for the fiscal year ended 
Dec. 31 last was very satiafactory, the 
figures showing profits larger than in any 
previous year, The balance available 
for dividends was equal ta 12.17 «per 
cent on the $6,375,300 common stock out- 
standing, as compared with 10.51 per 
cent_earned in 1909 on tlie same amount. 

Net edrnings recorded an iucrepase of

In his remarks to stockholders, Presi- 
dent Baldwin said that conditions had 
made imperative the expenditure of 
large sums for real estate, buildings end 
equipment during the last few years, 
but that plans are now sufficient in most 
departments to take care of a much 
larger business than the company —as 
ever done, a condition most desirable in 
view of the rapid growth of the com- 
pany.

Are Not Coming in to the 


- Extent Anticipated. 


NEW YORK—The fron Age says: The 
indications in the iron and steel trades 
are not sq plain nor so uniform as to 
make reports from the various markets 
of one tenor. In the main, developments 
are still favorable. Steel works and- 
rolling mills are making larger ontpyits 
than in February, and consumers gen- 


.j erally are specifying to the maximum 


amounts stipulated in their contracts. 
New orders in some lines, however, are 
not meeting recent expectations. + 

The lack of the advance. buying that 
has marked every great year in the stee] 
trade may be given undue emphasis, in 
view of an average output up to 75 per 
eent of capecity. But the bar trade, 
for emample,* recalis that just one year 
ago agricultural works were making 
large contracts running more than 12 
months ahead. 

Some measure of the railroads’ albsten- 
tion from the market is found in a com- 
pilation by the leading interest, showing 
that only 8 per cent of last month's bus. 
iness was for railroad consumption, either 
11 atreetly or through car and other in- 
dustries. 

Structural work is more active, mosé 
of the larger new contracts being re- 
ported from the East, while the West 
has a good total of smaller business. 
The postoffice at the Pennsylvania rail- 
road terminal, New York, 6400 tons, and 
the Masonic temple, 3700 tofis, have been 
closed by the leading interest, together 

with the Curtis Publishing Company's 
warehouse at Philadelphia, 4000 to 5000 
tons, and the American building, Chi- 
cago, 5200 tons. At Los Angeles the 
Earle building has been awarded, calling 
for 2200 tons. 

The Great Northern has bought 10,- 
000 tons of open-hearth rails at Chicago, 
and an additional 10,000 tons closed there 
this week includes 6600 tons for “two 
traction lines and a contracting com- 
pany. The Chicago City Railways are 
in the market for 4000 tons, and the 
Pittsburg Railways for 1700 tons of gir- 
der rails. Little railroad bridge work 
is pending, but the St. Paul is in the 
market for its requirements. 

The wire ‘mills have been running 
almost to capacity for some weeks and 
manufacturers are counting on a season 
of heavy consumption. 

Merchant pipe and sheets have been 
backward lines, but specifications are 
now picking up. 

Cut nail manufacturers at a meeting 
in Philadelphia advanced prices to $1.70. 
The trade is understood to have been 
well filled up the old basis. The 
meeting of bolt and nut manufacturers 
left prices unchanged. 

Pig iron production is growing, but 
the increase is almost all for steel mak- 
ing. The Steel corporation blew in one 
Ohio, one South Chicago and one Gary 
furnace last week, and is now operating 
72 per cent of its pig iron capacity. 
Stocks at Ohio and western Pennsyl- 
vania furnaces, including those of steel 
companies, decreased 7000 tons in Feb- 
ruary and 23,000 tons in the first half 
of March.

FREE LAND SCARCE 


(Special to the Monitor.) 

VANCOUVER, B. C.—F. T. Griffin, | 
a land commissioner of the Canadian/| 
Pacific railway, states that the number 
of immigrants into Canada this year will 
exceed that of all previous years, and 
particularly with respect to the western 
provinces. 

In addition to the land sold by the 
Canadian Pacifie and other colonization 
companies, 20,000,000 acres have been 
preempted by homesteaders during the, 
past two years, and if the immigration 
this year reaches the number expected, 
all the remaining free lands will have 
been taken yp, in the prairie provinces 
at least. Of the 28,000,000 acres origi- 
nally granted the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way by the government, only 7,500,000 
acres now remain. 

The predicted movement’ toward the 
Peace river country has already set in, 
_ hundreds of wagon loads of settlers’ 
effects having gone in by way of Alberta, 
and a great rush is expected later on on 
account of the available land being 
mostly taken up in the other sections 
to the south. 

Upward of 1,000,000 acres in that 
country have recently been purchased 
by a number. of syndicates at a cost of 
about $5,000,000, and will be used, it is 
said, for colonization purposes, the first 
contingent of settlers having already 
been arranged for. These settlers are 
from the American side, and the new 
colonization companies expect to settle 
their land almost wholly with this class 
of immigrants. 

Considerable development is also ex- 
pected to take place along the line of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific, particulatly in the 
Skeena river district, which is said to be 
well adapted for fruit and general farm- 
ing. It is announced that this company 
will be carrying passengers on a regular 
schedule as far as Aldermere, 250 miles 
east of Prince’ Rypert, a number of 
settlers having already located in that 
district. 


J. P. MORGAN VISITS 
ROME ART EXHIBIT 


ROME—J. P. Morgan, president of the 
foreign committee, accompanied by Count 
di. San Martino, president of the com- 
mittee of the exhibition, visited on 
Wednesday the scene of the international 
art exhibit, which will be opened Monday 
by King Victor Emmanuel in celebration 
of the fiftieth anniversary of the procla- 
mation of Rome as the capital of United 
Ttaly.

DR. PATRICK LECTURES ON 
LIBRARIES OF STAMBOUL 


(Special Correspondence of the Monitor.) 

CONSTANTINOPLE —On Thursday, 
March 2, a most interesting lecture on 
the libraries in the mosques of Steamboul 
was given by Dr.. Patrick, principal of 
the American College for Girls, Constan- 
tinople. The chair was taken by Mr. 
Carter, the United States’ minister; and 
at the close Hugh Poynter, son of Sir E. 
Poynter, president of Royal Academy, 
moved a vote of thanks which was 
seconded by Dr. Sandler 

Dering. the course of the lecture, he 
said that it was a mistake to suppose 
that there were no .public libraries in 
Stamboul, es there are, in fact, three 
distinct classes of them; those connected 
with the Theological Colleges; those of 
Dervish foundation, and those in con- 
nection with the mosques, about 50 of 
which were founded for the use of the 
general public. Every mosque when built 
was made the center of a little group 
of bulidings, a Turkish bath, a khan, 
and a library. These institutions are 
under the ministry of public instruction; 
while a special office, the director of 
libraries, is appointed to manage the 
funds, and every library is endowed for 
the snpport of the librarian. He said 
that it is sometimes supposed that the 
idea of public libraries was taken from 
tne Greeks after the capture of Constan- 


is a mistake. The custém may be traced 
back to the very earliest Mohammedan 
times, and a library is known to have 
existed in a Tunisian mosque built 50 
years after Mohammed, while others in 
Fez, Bagdad and parts of Persia were 
in existence long before the rise of the 
Ottoman Empire. 

A visit to various libraries, such as 
those of Mohammed the Conqueror, Ach- 
met, Sultan Bayazid, St. Sophia and 
others, reveals certain characteristics 
common to them all. With regard to 
their architecture and furnishing, the 
salient features seem to be massive ma- 
sonry, domed roofs pierced by windows, 
rich carpets, and last, but not least, 
cases of valuable books. 

He said that the books, unlike those in 
western public libraries, consist of the 
oldest, and not the most modern. contri- 
butions to the literature of the world. 
There is in fact only one library which 
contains modern reading and this con- 
sists of a New Testament in English, 
some American consular reports, and 
some bound copies of American maga- 
zines. In every library valuable copies 
of the Koran are to be found, and many 
other interesting manuscripts. A large 
number of the Persian and Arabic manu- 
scripts are of great beauty and value, 
especially the latter, which include works 
on poetry, science, philosophy, history,

Christian era. How soon after that time 
the castle was actually built one cannot | 
say, but its walls are yet another in- 
stance of the thoroughness with which 
the Roman carried out his work, whether 
it happened to be in the founding of 
colonies, the, governing of a province or 
the construction of roads. 

All through the age of the Saxon king-| 
doms this old place stood for a land- 
mark of the Roman occupation and as 
a memorial of those legions long since re- 
called to the defense of Gaul and Italy, 
until finally in that eventful October of 
the year 1066 Duke William and hi& Nor- 
. man knights came ashore in Pevensey 
bay. What actually followed-is now a

~ able.on public grounds can serve any good purpose. If,we are to 
hold our officials to a strict and courageous performance of their 
duties, then we*should! neither ridicule nor upbraid them when they 
undertake to meet our expectations. i 

The question at issue in the present case is not whether the 
forbidden play has withstood the criticism of many newspapers or 
attracted and entertained audiencés in many Cities.. The question is 
whether it is of doubtful morality. If it is, then the mayor_of Boston 
is justified in interdicting its performance in this city though all the: 
world had previously given it approval. Neither should the fact 
that its presentation in: one of the recognized high-class theaters of 
the city affect the verdict. If it is true that the Hollis has always 
borne a reputation which stamps its productions as of the first class, 
all the more necessary becomes the protection of its audiences. The 
theater of unquestioned respectability is in a position to do far more 
harm to public morals, if it be permitted to lapse, than the amuse- 
ment place of bad repute. 

It is not intended here to go into the merits of the drama in 
question. It suffices to show that its morality is debatable. When 
doubt arises in connection with a matter of this kind the theater's 
patronage should be given full benefit of it. The drama is departing 
from its legitimate line and taking unwarranted liberties with its 
patrons when it obtrudes upon them problems which are barred from 
discussion in their homes. 

Criticism that Mayor Fitzgerald should have suppressed this 
play on the strength of what he knew about it before it was produced 
at the Hollis is not sound. If, however, the manner of-its interdic- 
tion has given him,.as claimed, an opportunity of making political 
capital, the lesson to be drawn from this is that there should be 
established here and in every community a properly constituted cen- 
sorship which shall be ready to assume full authority and responsi- 
bility in all such cases. Until this is done, let us not be unfair in our 
criticism of those who are compelled to do the best thing possible 
under the circumstances. No harm can come of the action taken. 
It will, at least, have the wholesome effect of reminding theatrical

As such things are 
usually measured, England has come out of the Conflicts of a period 
extending for over half a century stronger than when she entered 
them. But this is only the surface showing. 

Recently when it has been the aim of citizen and statesman 
alike to promote certain great social reforms, when more than ever 
before there has been a desire to throw. rope ends to the submerged, 
to encourage the struggling, to reward the every-day hero, the waste

The American appeal has struck the popular heart of Eng- 
land. It points to a way out?’ It shows how it‘is possible to end 
the ruinous competition in armament now going on. There are, 
of course, numerous and serious difficulties in the way, but they 
are not insurmountable. There is, in short, as little doubt in Eng- 
land as theré is in the United States that if the two.nations should 
come together in a hard ‘and fast partnership for.the purpose of 
putting an end to the unholy thing called war, they could do it. 
Nor is there any more question in England than in the United 
States that they ought to do it.

Record. It must not’ be forgotten, however, 2 | 
that the finance commission had strong rea- Advertising | 
sons for getting that limitation clause ] 
inserted in the document over which there | 
has been so much contfoversy. And critics | |} 
of that clause should not overlook the fact a? 
that these proposals, after being printed in the City Record, are 
sent broadcast to the engineering and trade journals of the tountry, 
many of which then republish the bids.as news matter and free 
of charge. In addition to this method of obtaining publicity for the 
proposals, the departments concerned send copies of the Record to 
large dealers and contractors in different.cities. If all departments 
act alike in, this respect, there is ground for the belief that every 
one who is likely to bid receives notice of opportunities. 

When the finance commission decided to recommend such a 
provision in the city charter the’ solicitation of advertising made 
ostensibly on behalf of various publications is said to have become 
so extensive and taken on so unpleasant a character that there 
seemed to be no alternative means of checking it. That limitation 
clause may, perhaps, be looked upon now as having survived the 
purpose for which it was incorporated in the charter. Such a pro- 
vision ought not to be necessary if men of judgment in charge of 
the several departments decline to brook attempts at coercion. What- 
ever the bearing of this charter provision on the garbage disposal 
controversy, it is probable that contractors in the country at large 
were made aware of the chance that offered. Although the fact 
that only one bid was received may be ascribed to the. charter 
limitation, it is more logical to think that outside contractors came 
to believe there was small likelihood that they could secure the 
contract. 

It is the apparent haphazardness of the present method of 
advertising for bids that has aroused criticism. more particularly. 
Depending on orfe paper in Boston and unpaid journals outside for 
the publicity given the city’s advertisements may hardly -be a, sat- 
isfactory policy in the long run. By restricting the advertising to 
the columns of three responsible daily newspapers, as well as the 
City Record, the situation might be corrected to some extent. ‘The 
additional publicity given the advertisements by means of' such an 
arrangement ought to go far toward disproving the contention that 
any departure from the present method would furnish the entering 
wedge for a return to the old conditions. 
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THE word “training” may be said to epit- 
omize the ability to accomplish with a min- 
imum of exertion. It stands for what is 
most necessafy in order to promote the 
efhciency that advancés civilization.. The 
whole trend of modernity is, toward securing 
great results with minimum effort; and while 
this 1s, perhaps, noticeable chiefly, in the field 
of mechanics, the same doctrine is being 
applied in large measure to household work, 
to education and even:to sports and recreation. Making clarity and 
completeness one with, brevity has become the aim of the writer;

teacher strives to make the pupil learn, more comprehensively by 
new methods. Predonmynant everywhere is the motive,to fit men 
to attain perfection of workmanship at each stroke, elintinating the 
waste that results from the necessity for correction. 

An age of short-cuts is impatient. of repetition. No longer is 
it possible to reconcile cost and errors with economy. Quality and 
quantity are*fMore than ever.closely associated, but they do not make 
so strongly now for labor. A workman does in eight hours what 
years ago called, perhaps, for twelve hours of arduous toil. 
plicity has formulated new rules and regulations affecting nearly 
every line of human activity. The business man thinks more rap-

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bestowed upon-it. ‘Nevertheless, it seems at times as if it would. 
be utterly impossible-to awaken among the commercial classes of 
this’ country the interest this subject calls for and is entitled to. 
“It'.is not so-much that wédo not understand Latin America: ‘it 
is thdt we do not attempt to understand,” says a writer in the 
Bulletin of the: Pan-American ‘Union. 

Only an indisposition to undertsand how Latin ‘America is 
progressmig, with little American aid and less American sympathy 
or attention, can-account for the lack of knowledge still se’ prev- 
alent. In turn, this indisposition is ¢xplainable only on the pround 
that American financial and commercial interests in Latin America 
are small to the point of being infinitesimal. If Americans were 
investors in Argentina they would not need to be informed so often 
with regard to the marvelous growth ofthat republic. Manifestly, 
one of the first things to be done in the way of arousing am interest 
in South America is to make possible American investments in 
that quarter by the establishment of American banks. Until this 
is done, thus rendering it possible for American merchants to do 
business on the Latin-American, long-time credit system, it will be 
almost useless to send commercial representatives into the country. 

As to the inducements for American exporters in South 
America, a few words regamding Argentina alone may not be out 
of place. All the other republics of the southern continent are not 
growing at the same rate, but all are growing; and it is not too 
much to say that so far as American and British relations with 
Latin America are concerned the case of Argentina is typical. 
Buepos Aires in the last ten years has cased in population by 
100 per cent, as against 48 per cent for New York city. Buenos 
Aires is now the fourth city on these continents. It has developed 
iit business, in wealth and in culture proportionably with its growth. 
It is a beautiful city, with boulevards, parks, hotels and general 
metropolitan equipment equal to the best in the world. 

From the Bulletin of the Pan-American Union it may be 
speedily gathered that in the building up of this republic and this 
city the United States has had no partiworthy even of passing 
mention. On the other hand, Englishmen and English capital are, 
identified with practically everything. English money has financed 
most of the great improvements, and’ Englishmen have engineered 
and are managing them. It is estimated that- Englishmen took 
$250,000,000 as dividends out of Argentina alone in 1909. When- 
ever money is needed for the carrying on of an enterprise, we are 
told, England is the only country thought of. So little is known 
of the United States that when contracts were recently awarded 
in this country for the building of two warships for Argentina, the 
Argentinians were amazed to think their country had come here. 
They could hardly believe that the United States was capable of 
turning out such work. This would argue that they are as ignorant 
of Americans as Americans are of them. 

Such a situation may. be humiliating to national pride, but if 
it will spur Americans to the point of at least making an effort 
to understand Latin America and.to realize im some degree the 
opportunities awaiting energy and enterprise down there, it will be 
beneficial rather than harmful.

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Providing 
Seed 


for Trees 


Few persons realize, perhaps, that the 
demand for reforestation in this country has 
raised the collection and distribution of for- 
est tree seed to an important industry. 
While the government reports show that 


kinds are exported each-year, there is noth- 
ing to indicate what proportion of the total 
amount represents forest trees. Yet increas- 


ing quantities of coniferous tree seeds are 


ihing hinges on’ the word competent. 


being sent to Europe, and especially to Germany, from America. 
Moreover, the active campaign of reforestation, which in late years 
has been conducted by the forest service of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, is causing the government to buy great quan- 
tities of forest seed from private. collectors in addition to that which 
its own officers gather. In view ‘of this fact, the value of the 
forest tree seed used in America, now about equaled by that of the 
amount sent abroad, bids fair to take first place again. 

It is not strange that the average person should ‘know little 
in regard to this busintéss of tree seed collecting. - Persons directly 
engaged in the harvest of tree seed are probably the only ones who 
have intimate knowledge ef what that business involves. Men have 
been quietly getting the cones together along the watersheds in the 
middle West for years, and have waxed prosperous by paying spe- 
cial attention to the evergreen—western yellow pine,. Douglas fir, 
lodgepole pine and Engelmann spruce—which are chiefly important 
commercially for reforestation purposes.. It is noticeable that the 
Rocky mountain forests consist of these resinous, needle-leafed trees, 
in contradistinction to the broad-leafed growths of the eastern states, 
where large trunks and widely spreading branches predoniinate. 

Evidently the forest service has excellent reasons for the fav- 
oritism it is. said to have been showing these California conifers 
over their clumsier brethren. Both are ‘dicotyledons, but soft-wood 
conifers, with shallow root systems, are to be planted generally in 
eastern forests, it appears. Now that the Appalachian reserves 
bill has become a law, the great watersheds extending from New 
Hampshire into the southern states will be the scene of operations 
designed not only to protett them from floods and erosion but also 
to promote the growth of trees that at maturity will yield valuable 
commercial timber. Truly, the industry of tree seed collection and 
distribution is closely, if Not permanently, allied to that of forest 
preservation. * | si ge
